modification of the geometry 
at the Cunard intersection. 

Area resident Level Chan 
said he was encouraged by the 
public spaces being created, 
including a plaza outside the 
Halifax Armouiy. 

“But it’s hard to tell from 
the plans exactly how they will 
look,” he said, adding that’s 
something he’ll be watching 
for as the project progresses. 
Jonathan Lampier, a partner 


at the Halifax-based company 
Urban Perspectives, said the 
two roundabouts are a good 
start to improving the awkward 
intersections, but more work 
needs to be done. 

“I think all four comers of 
the Commons need them. Es¬ 
pecially right here,” he said, 
pointing in the direction of the 
Quinpool-Robie-Cogswell-Bell 
intersection.

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Guilty plea in New 
Glasgow stabbing 


Court. Shane Matheson 
of Trenton pleads guilty 
to attempted murder in 
attack on Scott Jones 


The man accused of stabbing 
a well-known New Glasgow 
musician, leaving him para¬ 
lyzed from the waist down, has 
pleaded guilty to attempted 
murder. 

Shane Edward Matheson, 
19, made a brief court appear¬ 
ance in Pictou Supreme Court 
Thursday. 

The Crown stayed addi¬ 
tional charges of aggravated 
assault, assault with a weapon 
and possession of a dangerous 
weapon. Matheson will be sen¬ 
tenced in June. 

New Glasgow Regional Po¬ 
lice were on a routine patrol 


just before 2:30 a.m. on Octo¬ 
ber 12 when they saw a man 
on the ground near a down¬ 
town intersection. 

Jones, 27, had been stabbed 
in the back. 

The church organist and 
choir director has said he was 
attacked because he’s gay, but 
Crown attorney Jody McNeill 
refused to discuss details of the 
case. 

“I am not going to com¬ 
ment on the what the facts are 
because we haven’t committed 
the facts to the court yet,” he 
said. 

McNeill said he expects 
Jones to either submit a victim 
impact statement or attend 
court on sentencing day to 
read it himself. 

Dressed in a dark blue 
tracksuit, Matheson stood and 
answered ‘y es ’ t° Justice Nick 
Scarvelli when asked whether 


he understood what a guilty 
plea meant. 

Matheson said he knew 
he was admitting that he in¬ 
tended to kill Jones and the 
maximum sentence for an at¬ 
tempted murder charge is life 
in prison. 

Both McNeill and defence 
lawyer Steve Robertson said 
they were close to reaching a 
joint recommendation on sen¬ 
tencing, but wouldn’t say what 
it is. 

“The range of disagreement 
is focused and narrow,” Robert¬ 
son told Scarvelli. 

Matheson has been in cus¬ 
tody since October and waived 
his right to a preliminaiy in¬ 
quiry on Tuesday. 

Robertson said he waived 
the right to the preliminary 
inquiry because his client 
wanted to expedite the court 
process, new Glasgow news 


Sentencing in Dartmouth 
stabbing death delayed 



A Dartmouth man who has 
pleaded guilty to second-de¬ 
gree murder in the stabbing 
death of his girlfriend has had 
his case adjourned until next 
month. 

The hearing for Christo¬ 
pher Kenneth Hutchinson was 
supposed to take place at Nova 
Scotia Supreme Court in Hali¬ 
fax on Thursday, but the case 
was delayed until April 22. 

Hutchinson pleaded guilty 
to the charge last month. With 
the guilty plea, he gets an 
automatic sentence of life in 
prison. 

But his parole eligibility, 
which can range from 10 to 25 
years, still needs to be deter¬ 
mined by a judge. 

Tara Lynn Park was found 
dead in the stairwell of an 
apartment on Albro Lake Road 
in Dartmouth last June after 
police responded to reports of 
a commotion in the building. 


An autopsy determined she 
was stabbed to death. 

Hutchinson was arrested 
and charged two days later 
and is currently in custody at 
the Central Nova Scotia Correc¬ 


tional Facility in Dartmouth. 

Police have said Park and 
Hutchinson were in a relation¬ 
ship, and have referred to the 
murder as a domestic dispute.

Nova Scotia’s premier says 
he can’t believe Halifax area 
nurses will follow through on 
a promise to resign en masse 
rather than be legislated 
back to work in the event of 
a strike. 

Stephen McNeil re¬ 
sponded Thursday to media 
reports that say the union 
that represents nurses 
working in the Capital Dis¬ 
trict Health Authority voted 
in favour of a mass resig¬ 
nation if the government 
passes essential services 
legislation. 

McNeil said after weeks of 
union television ads talking 
about patient safety, he can’t 
believe their recent threat of 
wide-scale resignations. 


“I would find it hard to 
believe that the organiza¬ 
tion that has been paying for 
those ads would walk away 
from their responsibility to 
deliver patient safety,” said 
McNeil. 

Joan Jessome, president 
of the Nova Scotia Govern¬ 
ment and General Employees 
Union, which represents the 
2,500 nurses involved in the 
labour dispute, could not be 
reached for comment. 

Capital Health released a 
letter Thursday from its CEO 
to Jessome threatening legal 
action if the resignations take 
place. 

“As you are no doubt 
aware, mass resignations 
have been held to constitute 
illegal strikes,” wrote Chris 
Power. “Therefore should 
members of Local 97 submit 
mass resignations the em¬ 
ployer will take whatever 
legal action it feels appro¬ 
priate.” 

Health Minister Leo Glav- 
ine said Capital Health has a 
contingency plan for replace¬ 
ments if the nurses carry 



through with their threat, 
but he wasn’t clear where the 
replacements would come 
from and how many of them 
there would be. 

The contract dispute has 
gone to mediation and Glavine 
said he has hope some middle 
ground can be worked out. 

A conciliator’s report was 
filed Wednesday, meaning 
the nurses could be in a legal 
strike position April 3.

Local arts organizations 
could have access to more 
public funding next year as 
$300,000 in grants was ap¬ 
proved by HRM’s Community 
Planning and Economic De¬ 
velopment (CPED) standing 
committee on Thursday. 

Coun. Waye Mason made 
the motion to approve a staff 
report that recommended 
the funds, an interim profes¬ 
sional arts organization grant 
program and an arts-and- 
culture advisory committee 
with a peer jury process (pos¬ 
sibly called Arts HRM). 

“It’s been a long time 
coming,” Mason said during 
the meeting. 

Mayor Mike Savage said he 
was “particularly proud” the 
committee took the step to 
support the local arts scene. 

“We can do more; we 
should do more. The econom¬ 
ic impact from the creative 
economy is hugely benefi¬ 
cial,” Savage said.

The motion also directed 
staff to investigate other 
recommendations from the 
Special Arts and Culture Ad- 
visoiy Committee, such as 
having the future arts advis¬ 
ory committee work closely 
with organizations like Arts 
Nova Scotia and promote lo¬ 
cal talent on marketing ma¬ 
terials. 

“It’s a great acknowledge¬ 
ment on behalf of HRM that 
professional arts organiza¬ 
tions matter,” said Neptune 
Theatre general manager 
Amy Melmock after the 
meeting. “It’s veiy forward- 
thinking of the council.” 

According to an analysis 
of arts funding by Kelly Hill 
Strategies, Halifax invested 
$7 million into grant funding 
and operating costs in 2012- 
13, or $17.25 per capita. 

This puts HRM fifth 
among seven of the partici¬ 
pating cities in the study and 
just under the average fund¬ 
ing level of $18.62 per capita. 

The report recommends 
increasing funding in the 
coming years by $765,000 to 
meet the national average 
of municipal arts funding by 
2017.

Halifax man claims he

A Halifax man accused of 
sexually assaulting a blind¬ 
folded 16-year-old boy at a 
cabin told court Thursday 
he was disgusted when he 
learned from police the 
youth had been kept captive 
inside the home for more 
than a week. 

John Leonard MacKean 
testified in his defence, say¬ 
ing the alleged victim did 
not seem upset and was not 
in chains on the day they 
had a sexual encounter,

John MacKean, accused of sexual assault 
in Bridgewater confinement case 

contrary to the teen’s testi¬ 
mony. 

MacKean, 64, said he was 
led to believe the alleged vic¬ 
tim was a young adult. 

He said he was invited to 
the cabin in September 2012 
by Wayne Alan Cunning¬ 
ham, with whom he had a 
sexual relationship after the 
two met at Alcoholics An¬ 
onymous meetings. 

On Sept. 20, 2012, MacK¬ 


ean saw the youth blind¬ 
folded on a bed, court heard. 
MacKean said the youth 
didn’t talk while the three 
engaged in a sexual encoun¬ 
ter. 

When asked Thursday 
what he thought when he 
learned that the boy was 
held against his will for eight 
days, MacKean responded, 
“Disgust would be the thing 
coming to my mind.” 

“It’s devastating for the 
young man involved.” 

MacKean has pleaded not 
guilty to sexual assault and 
communicating for the pur¬ 
pose of obtaining sexual ser¬ 
vices from a person under 
18. 

The judge will give his in¬ 
structions to the jury Friday.

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Regan. Area MP slams 
federal Tories over cuts 
to infrastructure money 


The Liberal MP for Halifax 
West says hundreds of Nova 
Scotia bridges may not get 
badly needed repairs if the 
Harper government doesn’t 
change its “callous approach” 
to infrastructure funding. 

“Despite what Stephen 
Harper says, the economy 
is not his top priority,” said 
Geoff Regan at a news confer¬ 
ence Thursday. “Far from it.” 

On April 1, the Conserva¬ 
tives will cut funding to the 
Building Canada Plan by 90 
per cent until 2019 when 
funding is expected to return 
to current levels. 

The promised $1.7 billion 
will dwindle to $210 million, 
a reduction of close to $3 bil¬ 
lion over the next three years. 

“It’s municipalities like 
HRM that are going to suf¬ 
fer. $210 million won’t go far 
when it has to be divided by 
all municipalities in Canada,” 
said Regan 

HRM is facing billions of 
dollars in upgrades to water 
and wastewater infrastruc¬ 



ture. 

Regan said Harper is too 
preoccupied with balancing 
the budget and creating per¬ 
fect winning conditions for 
the 2015 election to realize 
the harm cuts to infrastruc¬ 
ture funding are causing. 

“He wants to claim he’s 
gotten rid of the deficit,” said 
Regan. “A deficit he created.”

Accountability. Take 
Jobs Fund away from N.S. 
cabinet control: Report 


A new report says the prov¬ 
incial cabinet should loosen 
its grip on a contentious job- 
creation fund to improve the 
program’s accountability. 

The report, by former Dal- 
housie University president 
Tom Traves, says the Jobs 
Fund requires an arm’s- 
length decision-making pro¬ 
cess to ensure it has the pub¬ 
lic’s trust. 

It has often been criticized 
as a slush fund guided by the 


political motivations of cab¬ 
inet rather than sound eco¬ 
nomic policy. 

Traves says some kind of 
fund is needed to deal with 
major projects or emergency 
situations that don’t conform 
to regular program require¬ 
ments. 

But he says an independ¬ 
ent board or Crown agency 
could be set up to take the 
politics out of the decision 
making, the Canadian press

Does the federal government 
have a moral, social and legal 
obligation to care for and 
support members of the Can¬ 


adian Armed Forces once they 
retire from active duty? 

NDP veterans affairs critic 
Peter Stoffer held a press con¬ 
ference in Dartmouth Thurs¬ 
day to answer that question 
— one he said shouldn’t even 
be up for discussion. 

Stoffer convened a panel 
of militaiy and RCMP veter¬ 
ans for the event. They lined 
up against the federal belief, 
stated by government lawyers 
earlier this week, that there 
is no social contract between 
members of the Canadian 
Armed Forces and Ottawa. 

“We have a lot of people 
suffering with post-traumatic 
stress disorder,” said 38-year 


militaiy and RCMP veteran 
John Labelle. “I wonder what 
it does to the families that 
their loved ones come back 
home in that condition and 
the government washes their 
hands away? What happened 
to the sacred trust of Can¬ 
ada?” 

Government lawyers filed 
an argument in court in re¬ 
sponse to a lawsuit by veter¬ 
ans over the compensation 
included under the New Vet¬ 
erans Charter. 

The veterans say the lump¬ 
sum compensation provided 
by the charter violates a “so¬ 
cial contract” to protect them. 

But the argument from 


government attorneys is that 
there is no social contract. 

Stoffer said Canadian vet¬ 
erans aren’t asking for any¬ 
thing extravagant —just help 
accessing the things they 
need to improve their quality 
of life, such as prescription 
drugs, or a chance at improv¬ 
ing their education. 

“In my almost 17 years as 
a member of Parliament, not 
one veteran or RCMP mem¬ 
ber or their families have 
ever asked for a Rolex watch 
or a trip to Florida,” said Stof¬ 
fer. “They want to know the 
Canadian government has 
their back in their hour of 
need.”

Syrian troops captured a 
famed Crusader castle near the

Recent web 
videos show shelling and 
air strikes against its thick 
stone ramparts.

All the assailants were killed 
in both standoffs, but made 
their point: Afghan forces face

elections, a major test of their 
abilities as foreign troops wind 
down their combat mission at 
the end of this year. 

The attacks show the Tali¬ 
ban are following through on 
their threat to use violence to 
the disrupt April 5 vote, which 
will be the first democratic 
transfer of power since the 
2001 U.S.-led invasion that oust¬ 
ed the Islamic militant move¬ 
ment. President Hamid Karzai 
is constitutionally barred from 
seeking a third term. 

The Taliban claimed respon¬ 
sibility for the assault on the 
Serena hotel and the earlier at¬ 
tack in Jalalabad, an economic 
hub near the border with Pak¬ 
istan. 

The Taliban have carried 
out numerous attacks in Jalal¬ 
abad, Kabul and other areas. 
The choice of a police station 
as a target reflected an effort 
to show they can still penetrate 
heavily secured areas despite 
numerous U.S. and Afghan of¬ 
fensives against them in recent

Some dog millionaire. 
Tibetan mastiff breed 
a status symbol for 
China's super rich 


A Chinese dog breeder said 
Thursday that a property de¬ 
veloper paid him 18 million 
yuan ($3 million) for Tibetan 
mastiff twins, highlighting 
how the breed has become a 
status symbol for China’s rich. 

The large, slobbeiy dog 
with massive amounts of hair 
used to be best known for 
herding sheep in Tibet, but 
has now become a luxuiy for 
the ultra-rich who want to 
spread their wealth beyond 
stocks and real estate. 

Breeder Zhang Gengyun 
said he sold the 1-year-old twin 
male dogs to a single buyer at 
a luxuiy dog fair Tuesday in 
wealthy Zhejiang province, 


located on China’s east coast. 

One of the twins, a golden¬ 
haired Tibetan mastiff, was 
sold for $12 million yuan, and 
his red-haired brother went 


for $6 million yuan. 

Zhang said the buyer paid 
him the 18 million yuan with 
his credit card. He denied the 
sale was a ploy by breeders to 


hype the price of Tibetan mas¬ 
tiffs and said he was reluctant 
to sell the twins. “It’s a real 
deal,” he said.

Central African Republic. 

Turmoil at ‘terrifying 
level,’ UN official says 


The UN’s top human rights of¬ 
ficial warned Thursday that 
the hatred between Christian 
and Muslim communities in 
Central African Republic is “at 
a terrifying level” and a state of 
near-anarchy means even those 
carrying bloody machetes and 
holding severed body parts in 
their hands are not arrested. 

Navi Pillay, UN high com¬ 
missioner for human rights, 
described the situation as “al¬ 
most total impunity” with “no 
justice, no law and order apart 
from that provided by foreign 
troops.” Some 6,000 African 
peacekeepers and 2,000 French 
troops are working to stabil¬ 
ize the country, though have 
a limited presence outside the 
capital of Bangui. 

“I cannot help thinking that 
if the Central African Republic 
were not a poor country hidden 
away in the heart of Africa, the 
terrible events that have taken 
place — and continue to take 
place — would have stimulated 
a far stronger and more dy¬ 
namic reaction by the outside 
world,” Pillay said at a news 



conference in Bangui wrapping 
up her three-day visit. 

“How many more children 
have to be decapitated, how 
many more women and girls 
will be raped, how many more 
acts of cannibalism must there 
be, before we really sit up and 
pay attention?” 

Central African Repub¬ 
lic descended into chaos one 
year ago when an alliance of 
mostly Muslim rebel groups in 
the country’s north overthrew 
Francois Bozize, the president 
of a decade, the associated press 


U.S. general avoids jail 
time, gets docked $20K 



A U.S. Army general who had a 
three-year affair with a captain 
and had two other inappro¬ 
priate relationships with sub¬ 
ordinates was reprimanded and 
docked $20,000 in pay Thurs¬ 
day, avoiding jail time in one 
of the militaiy’s most closely 
watched trials. 

Legal experts, a women’s 
group and members of Con¬ 
gress condemned the sentence 
as shockingly light. 


Brig. Gen. Jeffrey A. Sin¬ 
clair was believed to be the 
highest-ranking U.S. militaiy 
officer ever court-martialed 
on sexual-assault charges, but 
earlier this week those charges 
were dropped when he pleaded 
guilty to inappropriate relation¬ 
ships. 

Sinclair, 51, smiled and 
hugged his two lawyers in the 
courtroom. 

The case unfolded with the 


Pentagon under heavy pressure 
to confront what it has called 
an epidemic of rape and other 
sexual misconduct in the ranks. 

Retired Rear Adm. Jamie 
Barnett, a lawyer who helped 
represent the captain, said the 
woman was disappointed with 
the sentence. 

“A sentence doesn’t take 
away any of the pain and an¬ 
guish that she has endured,” 
Barnett said, the associated press

No appeal 
forTurcotte

Business as usual. 

Dave Hancock, who's 
been in government 
for 17 years, says 
government will carry 
on and be effective 


Dave Hancock, who once 
dreamed of being the leader of 
Alberta, got the job Thursday 
in a way he never imagined. 

Hancock, Premier Alison 
Redford’s second-in-com¬ 
mand, was chosen by the 
governing Progressive Con¬ 
servative caucus to replace 
her when she steps down on 
Sunday and her party begins 
the search for a permanent 
replacement. 

Hancock, deputy premier 
and member of the legisla¬ 
ture, has been in government 
for 17 years and is the longest- 
serving minister in cabinet. 

He lost the PC leadership 
race to Ed Stelmach in 2006 
and said Thursday he won’t 
run again because the Tories 
need a fresh face. 


“If we’re going to show 
the party as moving forward, 
I’m probably not the guy who 
epitomizes that,” he said. 

The PC party executive is 
to meet Monday to set out the 
timeline for the leadership 
race, which can run anywhere 
from four to six months. 

Redford did not attend 
the hour-long morning meet¬ 
ing to choose Hancock, but 
arrived at the end with her 
12-year-old daughter, Sarah, 
in tow. She did not speak to 
reporters. 

Redford quit Wednesday 
night, saying the infighting 
had become an intolerable 
distraction to the business of 
the province. 

Hancock said the business 
of government will cany on 
and will be effective. 

“We’re all professionals. 
We all know our jobs. We 
all know what the people of 
Alberta elected us to do. We 
come to work eveiy day.” 

When asked if he expects 
difficult times ahead, Han¬ 
cock replied: “In this business, 
eveiy day is a difficult day.”

No referendum until Quebec is ready: PQ leader

A Parti Quebecois majority 
government will not hold an 
independence referendum 
until Quebecers are ready for 
one, Leader Pauline Marois 
told a televised audience 
Thursday night. 

But Marois refused to con¬ 
firm in a debate with her pol¬ 
itical rivals there won’t be a 
referendum if her party is re¬ 
elected on April 7. 

“You know that (Liberal 
Leader Philippe) Couillard, in 
order to have people forget 
the Liberal years, would have 
you believe that this election 


is being fought on the issue 
of another referendum,” she 
said during the leaders’ de¬ 
bate. 

“False. There will be no 
referendum as long as Que¬ 
becers are not ready.” 

With polls repeatedly sug¬ 
gesting that a majority of 
Quebecers do not want an¬ 
other referendum, the debate 
provided Marois with a per¬ 
fect opportunity to reassure 
voters that a PQyictoiy would 
not spark an immediate vote 
on the province’s future. 

But, just like many pre¬ 


vious PQ leaders who can’t 
afford to alienate hardline 
sovereigntists in the party, 
Marois refused to say there 
wouldn’t be a referendum in 
the next four years. 

Marois reiterated that a PQ 
government would launch an 
extensive consultation per¬ 
iod with Quebecers before 
making any decision to send 
them to the ballot box to vote 
on creating a country. 

Couillard’s basic strategy 
in the televised debate was 
clear: cast the PQ as a party 
that fosters political uncer¬ 


tainty at the expense of eco¬ 
nomic prosperity. 

“The choice is clear,” he 
said. “Do you want to elect 
the Parti Quebecois, which 
will prepare another refer¬ 
endum, or a Liberal govern¬ 
ment that will attend to the 
economy, jobs, education and 
health? 

“With the PQ Quebec lost 
66,800 full-time jobs in 2013 
and what is Madame Marois 
doing? She’s building a team 
with another referendum in 
mind.”

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Floating objects ‘best 
lead’ in search for plane 


Satellite imagery. 

Possible debris spotted 
2,500 kilometres 
southwest of Australia 


An air search in the southern 
Indian Ocean for possible ob¬ 
jects from the missing Malaysia 
Airlines plane that has been 
described as the “best lead” has 
turned up no clues so far, Aus¬ 
tralian rescue officials said. 

The four planes were check¬ 
ing to see if two large objects 
spotted in satellite imagery 
bobbing in the remote ocean 
were debris from Flight 370 
that disappeared March 8 with 
239 people on board. 

One of the objects was 24 
metres in length and the other 
was 5 metres. 

“This is a lead, it’s probably 
the best lead we have right 
now,” said John Young, man¬ 
ager of the Australian Maritime 
Safety Authority’s emergency 
response division. He cautioned 
that the objects could be sea¬ 
borne debris along a shipping 
route where containers can fall 
off cargo vessels, although the 
larger object is longer than a 
container. 

The area is about halfway 
between Australia and islands 
off the Antarctic. Authorities 
said in a statement early Fri¬ 
day that efforts were resuming 
with four militaiy aircraft plan¬ 
ning to scour more than 35,000 
square kilometres of ocean. 



News that possible plane 
parts had been found marked 
a new phase in the emotional 
roller coaster for distraught 
relatives of the passengers, who 
have criticized Malaysia harshly 
for not releasing timely infor¬ 
mation about the plane. While 
they still hope their loved ones 
will somehow be found, they 
acknowledged that news of the 
debris could mean the plane 
plunged into the ocean.

A 16-year-old boy described as 
a thrill seeker bypassed a secur¬ 
ity guard in the middle of the 
night and climbed a ladder to 
the spire of 1 World Trade Cen¬ 
ter in New York City, where he 
apparently took pictures, au¬ 
thorities said Thursday. 

Justin Casquejo was arrested 
at 6 a.m. local time Sunday at 
the tallest building in the U.S. 
and was charged with mis¬ 
demeanour criminal trespass, 
police said. Nobody answered 
the door Thursday at his Wee- 
hawlcen, New Jersey, home. 

According to a criminal 
complaint, Casquejo was quot¬ 
ed as telling police: “I walked 
around the construction site 
and figured out how to access 
the Freedom Tower rooftop. I 
found a way up through the 
scaffolding, climbed onto the 
6th floor, and took the eleva¬ 
tor up to the 88th floor. I then 
took the staircase up to 104th 
(floor). I went to the rooftop and 



climbed the ladder all the way 
to the antenna.” 

Authorities were still trying 
to determine the teen’s motive. 
WABC-TV reported that he took 
pictures from the top of the 
building, where he stayed for 
about two hours.

Oscar Pistorius is selling the 
house where Reeva Steen- 
lcamp died to raise money for 
his legal bills, the athlete’s 
lawyer said Thursday. 

Pistorius has not re¬ 
turned to the upscale Pre¬ 
toria villa since the day 
his girlfriend was shot in a 
bathroom over a year ago 
and “cannot contemplate 
ever returning to live there 
again,” lawyer Brian Web¬ 
ber said. 

Pistorius, 27, had 
planned to keep his home 
“sealed” until after his on¬ 
going murder trial, Webber 
said, but it is now necessary 
to sell it to fund his defence 


because the double ampu¬ 
tee’s trial will last longer 
than the initial three-week 
period that was predicted. 
Pistorius valued the house 
at $456,000 at his bail 


hearing last year. He has 
not been back there since.

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Ukrainian warships seized 


Navy commander 
freed. Rear Adm. 
Sergei Haiduk, civilians 
were held for hours 
after HQ in Sevastopol 
stormed Wednesday 


Pro-Russian forces seized three 
Ukrainian warships Thursday 
as the U.S. announced new 
sanctions against Russia for its 
annexation of Crimea. 

Shots were fired but there 
were no casualties as the 
Ukrainian corvette Khmelnit¬ 
sky was seized in Sevastopol. 
Another ship, the Lutsk, was 
surrounded by pro-Russian 
forces and Ukrainian service¬ 
men were seen disembarking 
the Ternopil corvette. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama on Thursday ex¬ 
panded U.S. economic sanc¬ 
tions against Moscow, target¬ 
ing President Vladimir Putin’s 
chief of staff and 19 other in¬ 
dividuals as well as a Russian 
bank that provides them sup¬ 


port. Obama also said he had 
signed an executive order that 
would allow the U.S. to penal¬ 
ize key sectors of the Russian 
economy. 

Within minutes of 
Obama’s speech, Russia retali¬ 
ated by banning entry to nine 
U.S. officials and lawmakers. 

In an address to the German 
Parliament in Berlin, Chancel¬ 
lor Angela Merkel said the EU 
was readying further sanc¬ 
tions and that the G8 forum of 
leading economies had been 
suspended indefinitely. Russia 
holds the presidency of the G8 
and Putin was due to host his 
counterparts at a G8 summit 
in Sochi in June. 

With thousands of Ukrain¬ 
ian soldiers and sailors 
trapped on militaiy bases, 
surrounded by heavily armed 
Russian forces and pro-Russia 
militia, the Kyiv government 
said it was drawing up plans 
to evacuate its outnumbered 
troops from Crimea back to 
the mainland. However, many 
servicemen have already 
switched sides to Russia.

Vatican manuscripts go digital 



A Japanese information 
technology company has 
agreed to digitize 3,000 
Vatican manuscripts in a 
deal to make some of the 
Catholic Church’s most his¬ 
toric documents available 
online. 

The Vatican Apostolic 
Library says it hopes Thurs¬ 
day’s announced agreement 
with Tokyo-based NTT DATA 
Corp. would protect fragile 
manuscripts for perusal by 
scholars worldwide. 

NTT DATA said it would 
digitize 3,000 manuscripts 
totalling 1.5 million pages 
over the next four years in 
a contract worth $22.6 mil¬ 
lion US. 

The company’s 

president, Toshio Iwamoto, 
told a Vatican press confer¬ 
ence he hoped NTT ultim¬ 
ately would make 82,000 


manuscripts totalling 41 
million pages accessible by 
computer. 

The Vatican Library, 
founded in 1451, is one of 
the world’s most import¬ 


ant research libraries. It has 
180,000 manuscripts, 1.6 
million books and 150,000 
prints, drawings and en¬ 
gravings.

Richard: Steve, the new film 
from Jim Henson’s felt and 
fur creations is being billed as 
a sequel to the 2011 Jason Se- 
gel Muppets film, but it isn’t 
really. It’s more a return to the 
Muppet movies of old, packed 
to the gills with show biz in 
jokes, puns, songs and even a 
Swedish Chef homage to Ing¬ 
mar Bergman. It’s more akin 
to The Great Muppet Caper 
than the most recent movie. 
Segel’s Muppet movie played 
heartstrings like Eric Clapton 
strums the blues; Muppets 
Most Wanted has more of 
an edge. Well, as much of an 
edge as a movie starring Ker¬ 
mit and Miss Piggy could have. 
Did you sense that? 


Steve: I don’t know if edge 
is quite the word I’d use to 
describe it. It’s definitely 
got darker elements but un¬ 
fortunately, the gimmicky 
plot of replacing Kermit 
with an evil doppelganger 
felt forced and less natural 
than Segel’s earnest version. 
Of course, even the film¬ 
makers were aware of that 
and smartly addressed the 
impossible expectation of 
sequels in the opening num¬ 
ber. That kind of self-con¬ 
sciousness worked better in 
the last movie but I certainly 
thought the songs in Mup¬ 
pets Most Wanted surpassed 
the 2011 film. We even get 
to hear Ricky Gervais sing! 

RC: I’m not sure I agree. 
The human characters — 
notably Gervais, Tina Fey 
as Nadya, a lusty Russian 
prison guard, and Ty Burrell 
as an outrageous Interpol 
agent — are just as broad as 


the puppets, which provides 
some laughs, but the emo¬ 
tional impact is blunted. To 
place it in an old Hollywood 
context, it’s more the slap¬ 
stick of Abbott and Costello 
than the restrained, sweet 
comedy of Charlie Chaplin. 
I liked Segel’s take on the 
sweetness of the Muppets, 
but having said that, this 
movie made me laugh. 

SG: It’s true. It is fairly 
funny all the way through. 
It’s probably slightly unfair 
to measure this film against 
its predecessors anyhow — 
even if it does lack some of 
the pure warmth of Segel’s. 
And it was fun to see all the 
talent showing up in clever 
cameo appearances — espe¬ 
cially Ray Liotta and Danny 
Trejo as prisoners-turned- 
aspiring showmen. How¬ 
ever, even the sheer bulk 
of celebrities feels slightly 
distracting. They should just 


let the Muppets do the work. 

RC: I agree. The Muppets 
bring a good deal of good¬ 
will with them and the 
movie shines brighter as a 
result. It’s hard not to giggle 
at the gags but an exchange 
between Fozzie and Walter 
hits a bit too close to an 
uncomfortable plot truth. 
“Looks like he’s planning 
some kind of heist bit,” 
Fozzie says of Constantine. 
“I hope not,” replies Walter, 
“they never work.” That’s a 
gag, this one works, but be¬ 
cause of the Muppets, not 
because of the human stars. 

SG: In the end, the fans that 
are going to pay to see Mup¬ 
pets Most Wanted will al¬ 
ready have a good idea what 
they’re in for. Besides, as 
that aforementioned open¬ 
ing musical number states, 
“everyone knows the se¬ 
quel’s not quite as good.”

As we bid this year’s SXSW 
film festival adieu, here’s a 
look at some of the individual 
performances that really got 
our attention, hopefully mak¬ 
ing their way to a theater near 
you before too long. 

John Gallagher Jr. — The 
Heart Machine 

John Gallagher Jr. follows up 
last year’s fest-winning Short 
Term 12 with The Heart Ma¬ 
chine, by first-time writer-dir¬ 
ector Zachaiy Wigon, about a 
man (Gallagher) who starts to 
suspect his long-distance girl¬ 
friend isn’t as far away as she’s 
led him to believe. 

On examining paranoia and 
suspicion in romantic rela¬ 
tionships: 

“Someone once told me if 
you’re playing poker, one of 
the worst things you can do 


is go full tilt, which is when 
you start spiraling out of con¬ 
trol. You start second-guessing 
eveiything, and it’s really an 
altered state,” Gallagher says. 
“That is certainly something 
that I’ve felt in past relation¬ 
ships when I’ve become suspi¬ 
cious or jealous or convinced 
that I’m not being told the full 
story. Logic just goes absolutely 
out the window immediately. I 
loved the idea of my character 
in the film spending the whole 
movie in that place, because 
it’s a terrible place to operate 
from, and it’s an awful feel¬ 
ing.” 

Josh Lucas — The Mend 

The Sweet Home Alabama and 
American Psycho star has al¬ 
ways been a tricky one to peg 
down, and here he goes off 
the rails completely as Mat, a 
dilapidated wastrel who com¬ 
mandeers his younger broth¬ 
er’s apartment and generally 
makes a mess in director John 
Magary’s feature debut. 

On the unique psychology 
of Mat: 

“This is a guy I feel who’s jus¬ 
tifying giving up.

Q&A. Vikings star talks 
about playing a young 
warrior — and why 
Bjorn would kick Cato’s 
butt in a fight

You might know Canadian ac¬ 
tor Alexander Ludwig as Cato, 


the ill-fated brutish Career 
tribute in The Hunger Games. 
Now, he’s taking on another 
tough-guy role, that of bold 
and bestial Bjorn, son of 
young warrior Ragnar, in sea¬ 
son two of History’s Vikings. 

“I think Bjorn is kind of a 
diamond in the rough,” says 
Ludwig. “He’s really got a 
good heart. He can be vicious 
and he can be mean — he was 
known to be an incredible 
warrior — but deep down he 


does have a heart of gold.” 

Were you nervous about 
joining an already estab¬ 
lished cast? 

Yeah, it’s always a little in¬ 
timidating when you’re join¬ 
ing a cast that’s been around, 
but they welcomed (me) with 
open arms and we got along 
super well. I had already met 
(my mother and father on the 
show) back in Los Angeles, so 
when I got back to Ireland we 
were just reuniting. 

You’re filming in Ireland? 

We’re filming in Dublin. 

I’d been to Dublin once 
before with my family but 
it was veiy short. It’s great 
because now I’m older and 
I get to really experience 
it by myself, which I love. 
We’re living there for like a 
full four or five months. It’s 
unbelievable. 

Was moving to another 
country a big of a culture 
shock? 

I always heard Ireland was 
great but the people there 
are just so giving and they 
will really go out of their 
way, even if they don’t know 
you, just to make sure you’re 
having a good time and you 


are taken care of. They’re 
really just a warm-hearted 
people and that kind of just 
shocked me because I wasn’t 
expecting that. And they 
have a great music scene, 
which I love. 

Let’s talk about your cos¬ 
tumes — or maybe in your 
case, your lack thereof. 

For the most part I am 
clothed. (Laughs) It’s 
unbelievable what they’ve 
done with the costumes and 
I give a lot of props to the 
costume department. They’ve 
gone above and beyond and 
researched exactly what (the 
characters) would look like 
back then, and a lot of the 
material they make it out of 
is how they actually made 
their costumes back then. 

It really just makes it so 
much easier as an actor; you 
don’t have to pretend to be a 
Viking at all. The sets are so 
exceptional and the clothing 
is so real you already feel 
you’re in it. 

Did you know much about 
Vikings before joining the 
show? 

No, and I think that’s why 
Vikings is doing so well — it 
is a part of histoiy that not a

lot of people know about, so 
there’s veiy little to go off. 

What are the challenges of 
playing someone who’s so 
long gone? 

I think there’s a lot more 
freedom just because it was 
so long ago. There’s very 
little for me to go off of. I 
think the only pressure really 
came from the fact that the 
character has already been es¬ 
tablished in the first season, 
so I took it upon myself to 
really ensure that there were 
certain fundamentals that 
I wanted to stay consistent 
with my character, like the 
depth of his character and his 
earnestness. 


Bjorn was a veiy powerful 
Viking and he was able to 
command a lot of attention 
at a young age. I think a lot 
of that has to come from the 
fact that he was veiy sincere 
and he rarely smiled — when 
he did it really meant some¬ 
thing. Eveiything he did had 
a purpose and in that way he 
was also a veiy intellectual 
and loving person. I wanted 
to keep that depth to him, 
but also, four years have gone 
by since you last saw him and 
a lot can change, so I wanted 
also to show that maturity to 
him now. 

Who would win in a fight 
between Bjorn and Cato? 

Bjorn would win. He’s just so 
vicious. I think a lot of people 
were confused about why Vi¬ 
kings were so great, and why 
they would always win their 
battles — the equipment 
they carried wasn’t nearly as 
good as what eveiybody else 
carried, but they were still 
able to prevail, and they had 
less people but they still were 
able to prevail. 

The reason is, they didn’t 
fear death. To them, this was 
just the beginning, and once 
you died honourably you 
went on to another life.

“Everyone wants to see 
how they stack up against 
the defending Memorial Cup 
champions,” said Ashley. 

“We came on strong at the 
end of the year and I’m sure 
teams are looking to knock 


us down. But as an athlete 
that lights a fire under you.” 

By no means an over¬ 
powering figure, at five-foot- 
eight and 175 pounds, Ashley 
thrives by making the most 
of his intelligence, deft scor¬ 
ing touch, and tireless motor. 

He’s persevered through 
his share of regular season 
and post-season slumps, but 
has ended up better for it. 
He’s happy to pass his lessons 
on, like when he reached out 
to rookie Timo Meier during 
his early season struggles. 


Ashley takes pride in how 
far the team’s Euro pick has 
come. 

He learned one of his most 
important hockey lessons 
two post-seasons ago when 
the Mooseheads won their 
second playoff round against 
the Quebec Remparts in dra¬ 
matic fashion, battling back 
from a 3-0 series hole. 

“It started there. Even 
when you’re down and you’re 
being kicked, you can get 
back up and keep fighting. 
You dig down deep and you 


discover things about your¬ 
self that you never thought 
were there.” 

He knows his squad is 
about to face a relentless 
young team in the Islanders. 
Though the Mooseheads hold 
an 8-1 regular-season record 
against their opponent, Ash¬ 
ley is preparing for an all out 
battle. 

“They’ll play with a lot of 
fire. They work hard and they 
keep coming at you regard¬ 
less of the score. We have to 
be ready for that.” 


A strong work ethic is some¬ 
thing that’s been sewn into 
Darcy Ashley’s DNA. 

Just like his father and 
grandfather, the Halifax 
Mooseheads’ co-captain is a 
lobster fisherman. He returns 
home each summer to Alber- 
ton, P.E.I., where the trio ply 
their trade together. 

It can be a gruelling, un¬ 
forgiving way to make a liv¬ 
ing, and Ashley has clearly 
witnessed and learned the 
value of hard work. The QM- 
JHL’s reigning hardest work¬ 
ing player of the year is com¬ 
ing off a career season with 
the Mooseheads, notching 80 
points in just 48 games. 

In his fourth and final year 
with the Herd, the 21-year- 
old forward is preparing to 
dig deep for what could be a 
long, grinding playoff run as 
the No. 2-seed Mooseheads 
open the post-season against 
the 15th-seeded Charlotte¬ 
town Islanders on Friday

In the end, the Island Storm 
proved too much on this 
night. 

But not by much. 

Despite a valiant fourth 
quarter push, the Hali¬ 
fax Rainmen ultimately 
couldn’t recover from a 
first half breakdown, en 
route to a 106-103 defeat at 
the hands of the Storm on 
Thursday night before 2,800 
fans at the Metro Centre. 

The Storm now takes a 
2-1 lead in the best-of seven 
semifinal series. 

Entering the second half 
down 10 points, the Rain¬ 
men slowly grinding down 
the visitors until Chris Mat¬ 


thews’ jumper gave the 
home squad a one point 
lead with just under two 
minutes left in regulation 
time. 

But like all night long, 
the Storm responded, and 
Steve Tchiengang’s two 
clutch free throws put the 
contest on ice with six 
seconds left in the contest. 

“It’s tough,” said Chris 
Williams who lead the Rain¬ 
men with 26 points. “We 
weren’t concentrating. It 
showed when we went 
down 10 at half time and 
when we took the lead. 

“Against a team like P.E.I. 
you have to maintain that 
concentration. You have a 
let down and you lose by 
three points, like we did to¬ 
night.” 

It was a promising start 
for the Rainmen, who got 
out to a 10-point first-quar¬ 
ter lead.

For Rainmen forward 
Olumuyiwa Famutimi, the 
loss came down to poor exe¬ 
cution and lack of effort at 
the defensive end. 

“It was the little things 
that got us: Not boxing out, 
turnovers,” he said.

got the best of us today.” 

But they’ll be ready, he 
said, come Sunday when 
both team’s face off in 
Game 4 at the Metro Centre. 

So, too will the Storm. 

“They have a hostile en¬ 
vironment here, but we like 
that,” said Okorie.

Highly touted point 
guard’s sporty family 
prepared him for 
success with Syracuse 


The mini basketball nets that 
hang all over Tyler Ennis’s 
home in Brampton, Ont., have 
taken a beating over the years. 

In a family of six athletic 
kids, eveiything becomes a 
competition. 

The 19-year-old Ennis led 
the Syracuse Orange to a 77- 
53 victoiy over Western Mich¬ 
igan in their opening game of 
March Madness on Thursday, 
running the offence with a 
quiet confidence developed 
over years of playing alongside 
two older brothers. 

“Veiy competitive,” dad 
Tony McIntyre said of his kids. 
“Those Fisher Price nets, and 
the ones you hang on the door, 
they’d break those off. Then 
you’d hammer them into the 
ceiling in the basement. They’d 
break those. 

“It would get heated. You’d 
have to break up fights. Out 
on the street when they’d 
play 2-on-2 or 1-on-l, someone

would always end up upset 
and kicking the ball down the 
street.” 

Ennis, who led Syracuse to 
a No. 3 seed and the school’s 
37th berth in the NCAA tour¬ 
nament, scored 16 points and 
doled out six assists in Thurs¬ 
day’s resounding victoiy in 
Buffalo. 

“We had great energy and 
that’s a key for us going for¬ 
ward,” Ennis said. “We’ve got 
to play intense and play a full 
40 minutes, and eveiybody was 


kind of locked in for that.” 

Ennis’s 22-year-old brother 
Dylan — a sophomore guard 
at Villanova — was scheduled 
to play later Thursday in Buf¬ 
falo when the Wildcats took on 
Wisconsin-Milwaulcee. 

Tyler Ennis, one of a crop of 
rising Canadian stars playing in 
March Madness, led the Orange 
to a 25-0 start to this season and 
the No. 1 ranking in the NCAA 
for three consecutive weeks, 
before the Orange lost five of 
seven games down the regular- 
season stretch. 

Ennis is a finalist for the 
Bob Cousy Award as the best 
point guard in the country, 
and is one of 15 finalists for the 
Wooden Award for the NCAA’s 
top player, a list that includes 
Kansas swingman Andrew Wig¬ 
gins of Vaughan and Michigan 
sharpshooter Nik Stauslcas of 
Mississauga. 

Ennis averaged 12.7 points, 
5.6 assists and 2.1 steals per 
game, becoming the only fresh¬ 
man to ever lead the ACC in as¬ 
sists and steals. 

Syracuse will play Dayton — 
and Ennis’s former AAU team¬ 
mate Dyshawn Pierre of Whit¬ 
by, Ont. — in the third round 
Saturday. Dayton edged Ohio 
State 60-59. the Canadian press
